Scope of Duties.

Louis Lee Baker, Negro leading 
witness in the bombing trial of 
Isadore Londe, who was fired yes- 
terday from his job as laborer in 
the city park division, was hastily 
rehired today with the explanation 
he had been dismissed inadvertent- 
ly. Director of Public Welfare 
Henry S. Caulfield announced he 
would submit Baker’s case direct- 
ly to Mayor Becker for furthe 
rconsideration. 

Baker was among 160 day labor- 
ers in the Park Department fired 
yesterday by Park Commissioner 
Palmer B. Baumes, of whom 100 
were seasonal employes, and 60 
were permanent workers who are 
to be replaced. After it became 
known that Baker had been 
dropped Baumes checked his rec- 
ords and said Baker’s dismissal 
had been discussed, but not or- 
dered, and Baker was restored to 


salary. 

Caulfield told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Baker, whom former 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
promised a “lifetime” job with the 
city, was “utterly useless” as a 
worker. He said Baker was al- 
ways accompanied by a detective, 
guarding him, and that he talked 
so much to the detective and to 
other workers that he interefered 
with their work. 

Dickmann promised Baker per- 
manent employment with the city 
after two gunmen shot and criti- 
cally wounded him in November, 
1938, shortly before the trial in 
which Londe was convicted of 
bombing a cleaning shop. 

“He won’t do any work,” Caul- 
field asserted. “We don’t know 
what to do with him. The Park 
Division doesn’t have a pension 
system to use for Baker, nor can 
we pay permanent witness fees to 
him for his work in the Londe 
case, I hope we won't be criticised 
for wasting the taxpayers’ money 
if we decide to retain him, But 
we're going to let the Mayor de- 
cide.” 

Baker first was given a job as 
a doorman at Phillips Hospital, 
which he abandoned, on being 
married, to go on a honeymoon. 
‘On his return he was given a job 
as a porter in the barber shop at 
City Workhouse, and eight months 
ago was transferred to the Park 
Division, where he received $63 a 
month.

INQUIRY IN CITY 


Further Investigation Un- 
likely, Spokesman Says 
—Statement to Be Issued 
at Washington. 


Investigators for the Truman 
Senate Committee, who have been 
in the city since Monday conduct- 
ing a fact-finding inquiry into la- 
bor complaints involving defense 
projects, concluded their investi- 
gation today, asserting it was un- 
likely that the committee would 


order a further inquiry here. 

One of the investigators, Harry 
Vaughan, secretary to Senator 
Harry S. Truman, chairman of the 
committee, said the committee 
would issue a statement later from 
Washington, covering the findings 
in the St. Louis situation, and in- 
cluding recommendations for im- 
provement of conditions. — 

He repeated his statement of 
yesterday that the evils of labor 
conditions in St. Louis defense 
projects had been greatly exag- 
gerated in the public mind, and 
said that, while there were a few 
“bad spots,” the situation had been 
vastly improved in the last three 
months. It would take 20 inves- 
tigators about two months to 
check the testimony received, he 
added. 


Four More Testify. 

The inquiry ended after four ad- 
ditional witnesses appeared before 
the inquiry group at the Federal 
Building. Among them was 
George Hopkins, secretary of the 
Heating and Air Conditioning Con- 
tractors’ Association of St. Louis, 
who refused to discuss his testi- 
mony with reporters. The inves- 
tigators declined to talk about 
Hopkins’ statement at his request. 

Vaughan and the other two in- 
vestigators, William M. Boyle and 
Matthew Connelly, left for Kansas 
City, where they will hear evidence 
of labor conditions there early next 
week. Yesterday Vaughan and 
Boyle were conducted through the 
Weldon Spring TNT plant by Maj.

30 MACHINES DISMANTLED 
TO LEARN CAUSE OF DEATHS 


Alternating Current Devices at Car 
Plant Replaced by Welding Sets 
of Different Type. 


Thirty electric welding machines 
at the Madison (Ill.) plant of the 
American Car and Foundry Co. 
have been dismantled for examina- 


tion by engineers to ascertain what 
caused the recent electrocution of 
three mechanics who were using 
them. 

The machines, of the alternating 
current transformer type, built to 
carry 75 volts, have been replaced 
by direct current motor generator 
welding sets and will not be used 
again unless it is established that 
they may be operated safely. En- 
gineers from company headquar- 
ters at New York were in the 
plant today examining the ma- 
chines, valued at $15,000. Three 
prior inspections were made with- 
out learning the reason the ma- 
chines could generate enough elec- 
tricity to cause the fatal accidents. 

Illinois State authorities have re- 
ceived the co-operation of the com- 
pany’s engineering department in 
the investigation. Coroner’s ver- 
dicts of accident were returned in 
each death. Plants in other sec- 
tions of the country using similar 
machines have reported similar ac- 
cidents, but*reports from other 
plants have indicated satisfactory 
operation.

ORDER EXTENDING 
SERVICE OF ARMY 


Formal Proclamation Pro- 
vides for Release as In- 
terests of National De- 
fense Will Permit. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 22 
(AP).—Implementing the Selective 
Service Extension Act, President 
Roosevelt directed in an executive 
order today that the term of serv- 
ice be extended 18 months for se- 
lectees, reservists, National Guards- 
men and enlisted personnel in the 
army. 

The order, more or less a 
formality required under the Ex- 
tension Act, provided that, despite 
the extension, persons who have 
served for 12 months may be re- 
leased as the interests of national . 
defense permit. 

Selectees, the order said, may be 
transferred to the reserves, after 
@ year’s service, “with a view to 
the early creation of a large trained 
reserve, while at the same time, 
maintaining the army in immedi- 
ate readiness for use in the de- 
fense of the nation.” 

Reservists now on active duty 
would be let out after a year, when 
they could be spared, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of 
War might prescribe, and a like 
procedure would be followed for 
enlisted men of the regular army.

These statements were in a let- 
ter from Jesus Gonzalez Gallo, the 
President’s private secretary, to 
the Sinarquistas and “National Ac- 
tion,” which have protested that 
Avila Camacho’s orders’ violated 
their constitutional right of free 
assembly. 

“The chief executive believes 
that in these moments when the 
nation lives in genuine tension be- 
cause of international events and 
when elements from other coun- 
tries organize agitations in the 
republic with the purpose of dis- 
turbing the nation’s internal peace, 
it is the duty of every Mexican 
who is concerned with the father- 
land’s welfare to co-operate’ in 
maintining national tranquillity,” 
the letter said. 

Gonzalez Gallo assured both or- 
ganizations their right of assem- 
bly would be respected, but that 
permits for future demonstrations 
would be authorized only after 
careful investigation of the pur- 
poses of any projected meeting.

men),

claimed tonight by the Finnish 
high command. 

Its communique which said 
Kakisalmi was taken yesterday re- 
ported Red army forces encircled 
at two points northwest of Lake 
Ladoga and the Red army’s 168th 
division virtually wiped out on that 
front.

To Young 
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Text of Roosevelt’s Letter 7 


Democratic Clubs 


My Dear Homer Mat Adams: 

Democracy has a new signif- 
icance these days, for the word, 
whether spelled with a capital or 
a small “D,” has merged the mean- 
ing of both. 


In its world-wide application it 
means the defense of the great 
freedoms against the encroach- 
ments and attacks of the dark 
forces of despotism which would 
re-ensiave the globe by turning 
back the clock of progress half a 
thousand years. Domestically, 
democracy represents the effort 
to continue and improve the con- 
dition of the individual, to protect 
the gains for liberty—social and 
economic—that we have attained 
through the century and a half of 
the life of our republic. Though 
the definitions differ in phrase, 
the objectives in the two fields 
are identical. 


Across both oceans, on the 
oceans, and above the oceans the 
struggle is one of armed forces 
with the ghastly results of destruc- 
tion and slaughter on a scale not 
paralleled in modern history.

HE text of President Roosevelt's letter read to the national con- 
vention of Young Democratic Olubs last night by the clud’s 
president, Homer Mat Adams, is as follows: 


~—what they advocate is nonethe- 
less perilous to our national se- 
curity. Their horror of war is not 
more intense than that of those 
of us who are convinced that only 
by having the brigand nations 
stopped abroad is there safety for 
the Americas. 


As to what steps are. required 
to stop the Nazis, I certainly am 
more inclined to accept the judg- 
ment of our ‘army and navy ex- 
perts who have devoted a lifetime 
to the study of defending America, 
than I am to consider the judg- 
ment of even the most sincére ex- 
ponent of the idea that we can 
occupy a war-tight compartment, 
in a world flooded with war. 


Politics Still Rampant. 


I, like the rest of you, hoped 
that domestic politics would play 
no part in our defense measures. 
To some extent our hopes are 
realized—a multitude of the op- 
position party is serving the cause 
zealously and efficiently—but on 
the other hand the votes in Con- 
gress on the various steps in our 
preparedness show that partisan 
politics is still rampant. True, 
there are a very few who still 
wear a Democratic label who have 
joined the obstructionists. I think 
these are in the wrong party. 


I would be the last person to 
dispute or limit the right of every 
citizen. to have his own opinion 
and to express it, and I know you 
are with me as to the preserva- 
tion of that most important free- 
dom. But whether an individual 
who campaigns against the prin- 
ciples and policies of a politica] 
party retains the right of member- 


ship in that party is a different 
question. : 


Patriotism fs immensely more 
important than party loyalty, but 
when party loyalty goes hand-in- 
hand with devotion to our coun- 
try, and a determination to keep 
that country free and safe there 
is no division of allegiance, I have 
implicit faith in the youth of this 
nation; I have no doubts of where 
you stand. I only ask you to keep 
your ranks clear and clean of 
whatever subversive influence may 
add to our country’s peril or make 
more difficult its protection.

NO POLICE FORGE, 
I'KITTRIGK RULES 


Opinion for Governor De- 
clares State. Patrolmen 
Have Right Only to En- 
force Traffic Laws. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 22.— 
The Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol has legal authority only to 
enforce the motor vehicle and 
highway laws, and traffic regula- 
tions, and has no authority to do 
general police work, because of 
limitations in the act creating the 
patrol and the fact it is supported 
by State highway funds, the At- 
torney General's department ruled 
in an opinion issued today to Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell. , 

The opinion was sought by the 
Governor after he had _ received 


| several requests for services of the 


Highway Patrol in local law en- 
forcement matters. 

The ruling was written by As- 
sistant Attorney General W. J. 
Burke and approved by Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick. 

Attorney General’s Ruling. 
The Attorney General held that 
provisions of the Highway Patrol 
law, enacted in 1931, which de- 
clared highway patrolmen to be of- 
ficers of the State of Missouri, with 
the powers of peace officers except 
as to serving and execution of civil 
process, related only to carrying 
out their duties in enforcing the 
motor vehicle and highway laws 
and traffic regulations. 

While a patrolman, under these 
powers, may make arrests for mis- 
demeanors committed in his pres- 
ence, and may make arrests for 


:| felonies committed in or out of his 
&| presence, the opinion stated, “we 
-|find no reference to doing any 
=| duty except that of offenses con- 


nected with the State highways.” 
The Highway Patrol is under 


| direct supervision of the State 


Highway Commission, although the 
superintendent is appointed by the 
Governor. In this connection the 
Attorney General said that neither 
the Governor, the superintendent 
nor the Highway Commission 
could direct any member of the 
patrol to perform duties other 
than those authorized under the 
law creating the patrol. 
Practice in Past. 

“In the past,” the opinion con- 
tinued, “former Governors have 
directed the State Highway Patrol 
to perform duties not connected 
with the construction and mainte- 
nance of State highways or not 
connected with the enforcement of 
the State motor vehicle laws and 
traffic regulations. They have 
been ordered to make investiga- 
tions in criminal cases not con- 
nected in any manner with the 
State Highway Department.” 

This reference obviously was _ to 
frequent use of the patrol by for- 
mer Gov. Lioyd C. Stark for in- 
vestigation of law enforcement mat- 
ters. 

In 1937, patrolmen were used as 
investigators in a State-wide drive 
by Gov. Stark and Attorney Gen- 
eral McKittrick against gambling 
and slot machine operations. This 
use of the patrolmen caused the 
late Circuit Judge Nike G. Sevier 
of Jefferson City to instruct a Cole 
County grand jury in 1939 to in- 
quire into alleged unlawful activi- 
ties of the patrol in investigations 
and other activities. The grand 
jury report exonerated the patrol. 

Use of Funds Specified. 

The opinion pointed out that the 
Highway Patrol was supported 
solely by appropriations drawn 
from the State Highway fund and 
that the appropriation for the bien- 
nial period of 1941 and 1942 was 
$1,495,414. 

Constitutional provisions govern- 
ing highway funds specified ‘the 
purposes for which these funds 
could be used, the opinion said, in- 
cluding the cost of administering 
and enforcing any State motor ve- 
hicle law or traffic regulation. 

The opinion declared it was not 
the purpose of voters of the State, 
in adopting constitutional amend- 
ments relating to road revenues, 
“that the money paid by them in 
taxes on certain commodities or 
privileges should be used for the 
prevention or prosecution of all 
crime: 

“It cannot be implied,” the opin- 
ion continued, “that the State High- 
way Patrol would now have the 
authority to perform criminal du- 
ties other than the enforcement of 
the entire State motor vehicle law 
and traffic regulations.” 

The opinion declared the patrol 
has been receiving appropriations 
from taxes earmarked for the high- 
ways, “and are using the funds for 
the investigation, prosecution and 
prevention of crimes that are not 
mentioned,” in the constitutional

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RUSSIANS REPORT 
LENINGRAD DRIVE 


IS BEING CHECKED

the approaches to the city but also 
in the streets of Leningrad itself. 

The nearest German positions re- 
ported were 70 miles south of Len- 
ingrad, although German and Finn- 
ish forces were slightly closer in 
their drive from the north. 


Russians Give Up Gomel. 


On the central front, despite the 
admitted loss of Gomel about mid- 
way between Smolensk and Kiev, 
military dispatches reported that 
the Russians were continuing their 
counterattacks and that mounted 
detachments were thrusting deep 
behind the German lines. 

Local successes claimed included 
a heavy and punishing artillery at- 
tack on a German division some- 
where along the main highway that 
stretches westward to Warsaw and 
the destruction of more than 400 
German infantrymen in: a saber 
charge by Red cavalry. 

The withdrawal from Gomel, on 
the Sozh River just northeast of 
its junction with the Dnieper, was 
described as a strategic maneuver 
to keep the Red army intact after 
it had inflicted the largest possible 
losses on the Germans. Fighting 
was said to be continuing in that 
area. 

The loss of Gomel did not appear 
to have greatly weakened the posi- 
tion of Marshal Semeon  Timo- 
shenko’s forces defending the road 
to Moscow, most observers express- 
ing belief the Germans probably 
would turn southeast from Gomel 
toward the Ukraine. 


Little News on Ukraine. 


Once again the Russian noon 
communique failed to disclose the 
course of the fighting in the 
Ukraine, although it said fierce 
battles raged all along the front 
during the night. “Fighting was 
particularly stubborn in the di- 
rections of Kingisepp, Novgorod 
and Gomel,” it reported. 


Although there was little news 
of the Ukrainian situation, the 
midnight communique mentioned 
one individual action indicating 
that a major Soviet withdrawal 
to the east side of the Dnieper 
River was in progress despite 
strong attacks by the German air 
force, ‘ 


“The anti-aircraft battery of 
Lieut Maleev protected from aerial 
attacks our troops crossing River 
D,” the communique said. “Fascist 
planes appeared in the morning to 
the west. They headed for the 
river where our tank and infantry 
units already had crossed. By a 
concerted fire the Soviet artillery 
men brought down three German 
bombers and chased away the oth- 
er Fascist junkers. In several days 
the anti-aircraft battery of Lieut. 
Maleev destroyed 10 enemy planes.” 

Newspaper reports asserted encir- 
cled Russian units had proved 
thorns in the German side. Red 
Star said one detachment, sur- 
rounded 10 days in an underground 
fortress, held out until relieved by 
a Soviet counterattack. 

Russians reported there was lit- 
tle surface evidence of the war in 
Kiev, saying a new vaudeville the- 
ater had opened there and its first 
performance was a sell-out. 


R.A.F, DEFENDERS OF CRETE 
LEFT WITH ONLY 7 PLANES 


LONDON, Aug. 22 (AP).—Air 
Commodore R. V. Goddard, Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation com- 
mentator, asserted in a broadcast 
last night, “When our airmen with- 
drew from Crete we had only sev- 
en airplanes still able to fly—four 
Gladiators and three Hurricanes.

A ruling of the Missouri Dental 
Board revoking the dental license 
of Dr. A. J. Rust of St. Louis for

souri Supreme Court en banc. The 
court held the statute, enacted 
through the efforts of Missouri 
dentists, was constitutional.

Barring a quick and unexpected 
collapse of the Red armies, it isn’t 
probable that Hitler will find it 
feasible to attempt an invasion of 
the British Isles this year. How- 
ever, with the arrival of winter 
and the slackening of fighting in 
Russia he must make a further 
drive against Britain’s lifeline to 
American supplies across the At- 
lantic, and he probably will ac- 
company it by another offensive 
against British control of the Medi- 
terranear. The French bases would 
be invaluable for both these opera- 
tions. 


Threat to Turkey. 


The Turks are in a tight place. 
Hitler didn’t dare attack their 
army when Russia was standing by 
and presumably ready to go to 
their assistance, but his success 
in the Ukraine has eased the Red 
threat. It’s quite in the cards that 
he may strike at Turkey now, and 
his reasons would be: 

1, To open up the Dardanelles 
straits so that Italian warships and 
transports could get through into 
the Black Sea to help smash the 
Reds. 

2. To get troops across Turkey 
and into the Russian Caucasus to 
co-operate with the Nazi forces 
driving across the Ukraine toward 
the Caucasus, 

3. To move troops into Iran 
(Persia) not only to secure con- 
trol of the Persian oil wells, but to 
establish a base for operations 
against the British -in the Near 
East and—taking the long view— 
a blow at India if Hitler is suc- 
cessful in Europe and the Near 
East.

Nazis on Downgrade: Vital Supplies 
Lacking, Morale Cracking, Red War 
Costly, Says Ex-Attache to Berlin 


Douglas Miller, Author of ‘You Can’t Do Busi- 


ness With Hitler,’ Asserts There May Be 


Several Years of Fight Left in Germans 
But It Can Be Knocked Out of Them. 


H 


Never again will Germany have 
the same wealth of materials it 
commanded up to the start of the 
war with Russia, Miller says, and 
never again will it have the same 
trained army personnel. 

From his close knowledge of 


1 German economy, gathered up to 


the time he left Berlin two years 
ago, Miller concludes that much 
of the war material being made 
in Germany is of interior qual- 
ity. Steel is being constructed, he 
says, with only 1-35 as much ‘nickel 
to harden it as is used in the 
best American practice. German 
soldiers never again will march in 
leather boots and they soon will be 
wearing ersatz uniforms which are 
little more than paper. The ersatz 
gasoline does not have the high 
octane content necessary for the 
best performance of airplane en- 
gines, and German chemists are 
“baffled” by the problem of creat- 
ing any kind of usable ersatz lu- 
bricating oil. 


A “reasonable estimate” of Ger- 
many’s loss in men killed and 
missing in the Russian campaign 
to date would be between 250,000 
and 500,000, Miller says. Combine 
this with a “likely” estimate of a 
loss of 250,000 killed and missing 
in the previous campaigns of the 
war and you get a figure which, 
“while probably not more than the 
German General Staff calculated 
upon,” one which neverthéless 
means that the Reich has lost 
many of its trained Reichswehr 
soldiers. 


No ‘Jolly’ War. 


Until Hitler invaded Russia he 
was waging the kind of war, Mil- 
ler says, which was the German 
dream of 1914—the “short jolly 
war that pays for itself by loot.” 
But the Russian campaign is some- 
thing entirely different. 

“Of course, Hitler’s legions will 
be able to seize enormous quanti- 
ties of Soviet equipment,” Miller 
writes. “But what the Germans 
pick up will be chiefly valuable as 
junk or scrap iron. It will be so 
scattered that the cost and diffi- 
culty of carrying it back for re 
melting will in many cases be more 
than the scrap metals are worth. 
Most of the stuff will probably 
rust where it lies. 

“Unless Hitler wishes to pose as 
the greatest junk dealer of the 
ages, the chances are that he will 
not find much in Russia to ship 
back home. The Russians are al- 
ways poor at construction, but ex- 
cellent at smashing things. They 
have always lacked the intense 
love of property that distinguishes 
a German, 
tarian government such as _ the 
Soviet can adopt far more radical 
measures in demolition and carry- 
ing out a ‘scorched earth’ policy 
than many people with capitalistic 
instincts would ever employ. 

“The 
cheerfully destroy everything in 
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ITLER is on the downgrade and the war in Europe has reached 
its turning point, Douglas MiNer, former United States commer- 
cial attache in Berlin, declares in an article in the September 
issue of the Atlantic Monthly magazine, published today. 


Miller, author of the book, “You Can’t Do Business With Hitler,” 
bases his conclusion on the statement that Germany is woefully de- 
ficient in three vital industrial raw materials (textiles, alloys and 
petroleum products), that German civilian morale is slipping, and that 
the Russian campaign, whatever long-range results Hitler noped to 
achieve by it; is simply too costly for Germany to bear, 


sight, as none of it is their per- 
sonal property.” 


Riches for Future. 


The Russian riches are buried in 
the ground for future generations 
to exploit, Miller says, and there is 
little in the area which Hitler has 
taken to date which he will find of 
value. “It is a mistake to think 
of Russia as .a lootable country,” 
he says. He scouts the argument 
that Hitler will be able to obtain 
much from the Ukrainian grain 
fields or the oil wells of Baku. 

“To organize Russia,” Miller 
writes, “to build roads and rail- 
ways, to bring in farm equipment 
that will really work, to house and 
police a farm population is a task 
not of years but of detades. Let 
us not fall into the error of be- 
lieving that Hitler can make the 
invasion of Russia pay for itself 
in materials during this war. This 
time he is heavily in the red and 
must remain so.” 

The invasion of Russia was un- 
dertaken, Miller believes, to re- 
move the future menace of a So- 
viet attack on the rear when Hit-

ler is again busy in the West and 
under the belief that Russia must 
be beaten as a prelude to Hitler’s 
dream of “final world victory.” 

As to Germany’s much-debated 
food supply, Miller says categor- 
ically that it is good, better than 
at the start of the war. The only 
vital food deficiency is in edible 
fats, he says. Meats, bacon and 
eggs have been brought in from 
the North, he writes, and there 
are gigantic cold-storage plants all 
over Germany, “everyone filled to 
capacity.” 


Nazis Won’t Go Hungry. 


“Let us not delude ourselves,” 
Miller warns, “by thinking that 
the Germans are starving or are 
likely to starve on the basis of 
present indications. If any nation 
goes hungry in Europe it will not 
be Germany; and if anybody goes 
hungry in Germany it will not be 
the army or the National Socialist 
party.” 

Miller .thinks, however, that 
many of Europe's peoples will get 
“steadily more ragged and cold,” 
even though they are raiding their 
attics for old clothes to make over.

Attack With 
Bombs.

MOSCOW, Aug. 22. 
ESTERDAY I visited the com- 
mander of a searchlight station 
in the Moscow defense area, 
Elia Levin. Elia Levin, Junior 
Sergeant, was born 26 years ago 
in Minsk in the region of Belo- 
Russia. Levin said that during 
the early days of the bombing of 
Moscow, German raiders flew low, 
sometimes at an altitude of “1000 
to 1500 meters, but the Germans 
lost so many planes as a result 
of ground fire that now they rare- 
ly venture lower than 5000 meters 
when over the city. 

Levin told of an experience dur- 
ing the second night’s raid when 
his searchlight station caught a 
German plane directly overhead at 
1000 meters. He said the Germans 
immediately dropped demolition 
and fire bombs at them but. failed 
to hit searchlights. Then they 
turned machine . guns on the 
searchlights, without a hit. Levin 
said the plane circled back, still 
caught in the searchlight beams, 
and dropped more bombs. 


Rifle vs. Airplane. 


“We decided to do something 
about it,” Levin said. “We _ all 
grabbed our rifles and shot about 
80 rounds at the plane, which then 
had dropped to about 500 meters. 
We must have killed their ma- 
chine gunner, because all firing 
from the plane stopped, and it 
looked as if it was losing altitude. 

“From the observation post 1 
saw it as it passed from our sta- 
tion to the next searchlight sta- 
tion, and it was losing altitude all 
the time. We heard next morning 
that it had crashed two kilometers 
away and that may have been the 
first plane brought. down over 
Moscow by rifle fire.” 


Levin said the job of his station 
was to locate planes for anti-air-‘

N Hitler’s plans for world domination after the present war, South 
America has a particularly important role, and within South Amer- 
ica the most important countries are the two River Plata states, 


Uruguay and Argentina. 


This can be explained by the tremendous wealth of raw materials, 
and especially food, which these states produce and which, because 
of their highly developed economic structures, they are privileged to 
put at the disposal of Hitler’s Germany when it embraces the whole 
world. The great stream of wheat and meat which today goes from 
the River Plata countries to England, Africa, North America and East 
Asia are to land tomorrow in Hamburg and Bremen, as the contribu- 
tion of the “German protectorate of the River Plata.” 


Hitler has been striving towards 
this goal for several years with 
typical German ability to organ- 
ize, plus the two special methods 
of the Nazi system—propaganda 
and terrorism. 

It is very much to Hitler’s ad- 
vantage that Uruguay and Argen- 
tina have considerable German 
populations. These are made up 
partly of German citizens, and 
partly of people of German origin 
who now hold Uruguayan and Ar- 
gentine citizenship. 

Colony in Uruguay. 

Little Uruguay, with its 2,000,000 
inhabitants, has a colony of over 
8000 German citizens, while about 
1700 of its inhabitants are of Ger- 
man descent. The situation is still 
more serious in Argentina, which 
has a population of 11,000,000 in- 
cluding 80,000 German citizens and 
300,000 German immigrants. These 
statistics are even more import- 
ant when you consider the social 
prominence and economic influ- 
ence which the German citizens in 
these countries enjoy. 

On the basis of this German- 
speaking population, the Hitler 
system has established its appa- 
ratus of propaganda and ter- 
rorism which is one of the most 
powerful existing outside of Ger- 
many. 

Official German representatives 
are the foundation of this power 
machine on the River Plata. The 
democracies, in their unfortunate 
blindness, still believe in the old 


rules and regulations of the diplo- 
matic game, by which the premises 
and representatives of an em- 
bassy or consulate are taboo. Con- 
sequently, chiefs of Nazi under- 
ground machinery are on the staff 
of German embassies, and the divi- 
sion chiefs in the provinces are 
usually the German consuls. 

In Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
Germany is represented by Am- 
bassador Count Edmund von 
Thermann who, according to an 
old Hitler custom, is used as a 
“front.” It is uncertain how 
much Von Thermann knows about 
the things which’ are going on in 
the Embassy. 

His collaborators are much more 
shrewd and certainly more active. 
They are Legation Advisor and 
Consul General Dr. Gerd Weiss, 
chief of the propaganda depart- 
ment; Military Advisor Gen, 
Gunther Neidenfuhr, chief of the 
espionage department; and Civil 
Advisor Gottfried Sandstede, chief 
of the Gestapo. 

Daily Nazi Bulletin. 

The propaganda department 
spends most of its time working 
on the Argentine people and try-

We must also have sci- 
entists, engineers, economists and other 
people with specialized knowledge to plan 
and build for national defense as well 
as for social and economic progress.” 

United States Commissioner Studebak- 
er has well emphasized not only the rap- 
idly expanding program of vocational 
preparedness, but also the extreme im- 
portance of stronger moral and spir- 
itual preparedness in the schools. 

The type of training the President and 
the United States Commissioner want 
for Americans necessitates outstanding 
teachers, many of them men. It is my 
opinion that this most important factor 
has not been given enough consideration 
by the various selective service boards 
of the country. 

As one who has to 4o with the train- 
ing and placement of teachers, I am 
alarmed at the prospect of the teaching 
staffs in our schools in the next few years 
as the live, virile, influential young men 
are skimmed off into the army and into 
other defense jobs. There is no task in 
America today more important to the 
country’s future than that of teaching 
school. 

In World War I teachers were deferred. 
Is it not very important that some of 
our highly influential young men feach- 
ers be deferred today if we are “to pro- 
vide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare and secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and to our 
posterity”?

-Asks St. Louis to Aid Its Reservists.

WOULD like to call the attention 

of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch to the 
following situation. 

There are now stationed on various 
bases and vessels of the Pacific forces 
about 200 men from St. Louis. These 
men are naval reservists. They were not 
drafted and have no definite length of 
time to serve.

IMPACT OF WARTIME ECONOMY. 


A reduction of 26% per cent in automobile produc- 
tion in August, September and October has been an- 
nounced by the OPM. This will be progressively 
increased until it reaches 50 per cent for the model 
year ending July 31, 1942. 

Here is one of the major impacts of the defense 
effort on the American economy. Since we have 
no large scale arms and munitions industry, the 
managers of the program have only two choices: 
They can build the needed plants, which would take 
a long time—perhaps longer than we can afford. 

Or they can adapt semi-suitable plants to the man- 
ufacture of guns, tanks and planes, That is the only 
realistic course in the emergency. We are in a 
hurry. We cannot wait for factories to be built. We 
must have production in the meantime. 

If there is any criticism possible at all, it is that 
we have not converted the country’s industrial plant 
soon enough and efficiently enough. Perhaps we 
should have given greater heed to such suggestions 
as the Reuther plan months and months ago. 

The course to be followed for the safety of the 
nation is as simple as all that, and yet it is not sim- 
ple at all. We are only beginning to realize all the 
implications in the change-over from a peacetime to 
;a wartime economy. In spite of warnings, many of 
us believed that it would mean a boom. Blind to 
the experience of England, we expected unemploy- 
ment to disappear. We were all set for another silk- 
shirt era. 

Well, there are not going to be any silk shirts 
for most of us. There are still millions of unem- 
ployed. And now we are learning about a new kind 
of joblessness—‘“priority unemployment” is it being 
called. 

Thousands and thousands of workers are being 
made idle—some temporarily, others perhaps for the 
duration—because of plant change-overs or because 
plants not suited to military production are being 
deprived of raw materials. The silk stocking in- 
dustry is an example. Not only factory workers are 
affected, but office employes and sales people all 
down the line. | 

This is serious. Let’s not fool ourselves about it. 
We will have a major problem on our hands if un- 
employment is allowed to increase in the face of in- 
creasing living costs. We cannot leave the relief 
agencies to worry about this. A nation at war— 
even if it is not a shooting war—must be strong. 
And this does not make for strength. ’ 

Foresight could have ameliorated present difficul- 
ties. Foresight now can be counted on to smooth 
out many of the adjustments that still lie ahead. 
We must bring it into play. We cannot blithely 
assume that this transformation implies no more 
than turning a man out of one job and offering 
him another. It is not working that way. 

We have a big enough task on our hands without 
saddling ourselves with the worst problem of the 
depression—the unemployment problem, which, at

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THE BATTLE OF RUSSIA. 


As the invasion of Russia enters the third month, 
it is clear the German armies have scored impor- 
tant successes. 

The Northern stalemate has been broken. King- 
isepp, whose fall was admitted Tuesday, is 75 miles 
from Leningrad and connected with it by rail. 
Novgorod, 100 miles southeast of Leningrad, con- 
trols an important Moscow-Leningrad highway and 
is 40 miles from the direct rail route between the 
two cities. 

Although Leningrad itself, surrounded by swamps 
and lowlands, can be strongly defended, Field Mar- 
shal von Loeb’s drive imperils the large Russian 
armies there. Their lines of supply and retreat are 
in danger. 

In the center, Russians today admitted withdrawal 
from Gomel. Here the armies of Field Marshal von 
Bock have broadened the base of the once dangerous- 
ly narrow salient at Smolensk. Gomel is east of the 
Pinsk Marshes, and its eapture gives the Nazis a 
firmer base for their drive on Moscow. ° 

The loss of Gomel also makes the position of Kiey 
less tenable. The Russian armies which have held it 
so tenaciously can be outflanked if the Germans 
continue their drives both at Gomel and on the 
Lower Dniester. 

In the south, Marshal Budyenny’s Red armies 
have suffered a serious defeat at the hands of Ger- 
man Field Marshal von Rundstedt. The Western 
Ukraine is apparently gone, and Odessa, an impor- 
tant Black Sea naval base, seems doomed. The most 
that can be hoped is that Budyenny was able to get 
the bulk of his army east of the Dniester. 

In London, it is believed that he has. However, 
that he salvaged sufficient equipment to make a 
strong stand there is more doubtful. That sus- 
picion is confirmed by London reports that the Ger- 
mans have already crossed the river in several places.

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TUBERCULOSIS IN THE ARMY. 

Dr. Logan Clendening calls attention to a serious 
omission in the physical examination of draftees, 
namely, failure to follow the uniform practice of 
taking an X-ray plate of the chest to determine 
whether or not a tuberculous condition exists, Dr, 
Clendening can make the point gracefully since he 
suggested, as long ago as last fall, that the draft 
boards adopt this method—which is 95 per cent 
efficient in detecting tuberculosis. : 

The reason the practice has not been uniformly 
followed, Dr. Clendening understands, is because 
of the cost. This is a horrible example of being 
penny-wise and pound-foolish, as experience in the 
last war showed. Thousands of soldiers accepted for 
duty were later found tubercular. “Under the 
stress of war conditions,” writes the doctor, “these 
men broke down and became active cases of tuber- 
culosis. Since they had been accepted by the 
United States, hospitals had to be built for them 
and many of them are still being cared for at Gov- 
ernment expense. The cost of these mistakes was 
millions of dollars.” 

Apart from the question of cost, it smacks of 
criminal carelessness to make soldiers out of men 
with latent or active tuberculosis. Although there 
is no specific for this widely-prevalent disease, meth- 
ods of treating it have been developed which have 
saved thousands of lives. One of the sovereign 
methods is absolute rest in active cases. The un- 
ceasing and often violent physical activity of mili- 
tary life is the worst possible thing for a person 
with latent or active tuberculosis. 

As a result of agitation by Dr. Clendening and 
others, X-ray plates are now being taken of in- 
ducted men, but he says there are probably thou- 
sands already inducted who are suffering from tu- 
berculosis. Inasmuch as the army is following 
a liberal policy of releasing men for various rea- 
sons, would it not be the part of wisdom to repair 
the early omission of the draft boards and see that 
all men whose X-ray plates show tuberculous lesions 
be excused from a service they are unfitted to per- 
form properly?

N England, as in many other European 
[ countries, ersatz products are appear- 

ng. 

Before the war, we were inclined to scoff 
at the Germans with their wooden suits 
and glass plumbing. But today we eat mar- 
garine instead 6f butter with our bread 
and sweeten our beverages with saccharin 
rather than use the precious sugar ration. 

Before the war, ersatz meant “shoddy.” 
Today it has regained its original meaning 
of substitute. 

There is, of course, a sugar shortage, 
though not a serious one. It has, however, 
resulted in American-discovered saccharin 
being widely used for sweetening drinks. 

There are today two firms manufacturing 
saccharin in Britain. Some idea of the de- 
mand can be judged from the fact that one 
depot in Yorkshire which used to handle 
12,000,000 tablets a year now sells 12,000,000 
tablets in a week. , 

Saccharin is expensive, largely because of 
the Government tax of £4.34 per pound 
(£25, or $100 for six pounds of saccharin). 

In wartime Britain, the artificial dye- 
stuffs industry is playing an important role. 
In 1921, the Dyestuffs Act was passed to 
protect the British dyestuffs industry from 
outside competition for 10 years. 

When Britain went to war in 1939, the 
dyestuffs industry was able to cope with 
the demand for khaki, navy and R. A. F. 
blue, and also to provide the intermediate 
chemicals required by an ever-increasing 
explosives industry. 

As a result, there has been no falling- 
off in the quality of the dyes used for 
British uniforms, while on the explosives 
side there has been no such shell shortage 


as occurred in 1916.

The conquest of Norway and the Ger- 
man blockade of the Scandinavian countries 
has meant that Britain has been short of 
timber. This shortage has been. met to an 
extent by the felling of native trees. Where- 
ever possible, however, substitute building 
materials are being used, and many prac- 
tices worked out in America are being in- 
troduced into wartime building here. 

It has been found, for example, that a 
good temporary roof can be built up of 
pressure pipes covered with sheets of as- 
bestos cement. The pressure pipes are of 
the same material. ? 

Much interest was aroused by the Amer- 
ican hospital unit, recently set up in the 
south of England. These buildings .were 
shipped across the Atlantic in bits and 
pieces, British architects were astounded 
at the ease and speed with which these 
pre-cast units could be erected to form a 
functional hospital. 

The Government Building Research Sta- 
tion has been experimenting with the same 
technique, and it is expected in progressive 
circles that it will play an important part 
in post-war reconstruction. 

Of fuel, Britain is not short, and there 
is little prospect of a petrol shortage. 
Should this happen, the petrol ration could 
be withdrawn entirely from car owners for 
pleasure, 

If the position became still more serious, 
more chemical plants could be turned over 
to the production of synthetic petrol on 
a scale which could compare with the pres- 
ent production of ersatz petrol in Ger-

the hydrogenation of coal. Plans and 
plants for the same proceas existed in Eng- 
land before 1939. 

A few cars in England are run on coal 
gas. In the Highlands of Scotland, there 
is One bus company which runs its busses 
on water gas, a mixture of carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen, easily produced in any coal- 
gas plant. 

One large bus company in Essex has tried 
the experiment of running busses on pro- 
ducer gas made by burning anthracite 
mixed with ordinary washing soda. (Pro- 
ducer gas consists mainly of carbon mon- 
oxide.) One depot with a fleet of nine 
busses saved as much as 36,000 gallons of 
petrol a year by this method. 

These busses can be run 70 miles before 
refueling. ‘They require petrol only for 
starting the engines, and can be run 
cheaper than petrol-driven busses. 

Experiments have been made here to 
produce rubber artificially on a large scale, 
and it-is already being produced on a 
small scale for use where artificial rubber 
is preferable to natural rubber.’ * 

The British process is known as the Neo- 
prene process, and is the same as that tried 
by du Pont in America. 

In spite of the vast quantities of rubber 
required by the. fighting services for ve- 
hicles, Britain still has abundant supplies 
of natural rubber, and it is unlikely that 
there will have to be resort to large-scale 
production of artificial rubber. 

Plastics are very imporrtant to wartime 
Britain. Recently newspapers announced 
that experiments with trainer planes made 
of plastic materials have been made and 
an order for a number of such planes 
have been placed in Canada. 

The continuation of the war will see 
even more metal released for munition pro- 
duction by the substitution of plastics, 

Great advances in the production of 
ultra-light aluminum alloys, of which mag- 
nalium is one, have been made since the 
war started. 

Last year, Lord Beaverbrook appealed to 
housewives to give all spare household 
utensils which were made of aluminum. 
Many of the Spitfires which are today 
clawing the German planes from the skies 
could never have been built had it not 
been for this source of scrap aluminum 
which British housewives made available. 

The aluminum position is much worse for 
Germany than for Britain, for though the 
Nazis have abundant supplies of high-grade 
bauxite, they have little cryolite. 

It is thought that one of the reasons 
for the recent interest shown in Greenland 
by the Germans, and forestalled by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s actions, was the rich de- 
posit of cryolite ore there. 

For cryolite is the limiting factor in Ger- 
man aluminum production. 

Britain is encouraging aluminum produc- 
tion in the dominions. In Australia, for 
example, a new £1,500,000 plant has just 
been set up. It has also been found pos- 
sivie, thanks to the research of an Aus- 
tralian chemist, to extract -the metal from 
low-grade bauxite. ‘Experiments with the 
ultra-light alloys are also being made in 
the dominions.

COMPLAINTS ON FOOD PRICES 
DECLARED 10 BE ‘INVALID’ 


Farm Bureau Head Says Growers 
Only Now Attain Price Level 
Sought for 20 Years. 

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Aug. 22 


(AP)—President Edward A. O’Neal 
of the American Farm Bureau 


Federation asserted today there 
was “no valid basis” for complaints 
about increased food costs. 

“The cheapest thing the consum- 
er buys is food and fiber,” O’Neal 
said in an address before the 
Southern Farm Bureau Training 
School in three-day annual session 
here. 

“There have been complaints 
about increased food costs, but 
there is no valid basis for them. 
The difficulty is that farmers have 
for 10 years lacked two billion dol- 
lars a year of receiving parity for 
their productoin and consequently 
the public has come to consider 
low farm prices as the normal 
thing.” 

The Farm Bureau head said 
American farmers had attained a 
goal for which they had fought 20 
years when farm prices recently 
reached parity levels.

The current urgencies of “mak- 
ing democracy work,” economy 
in use of taxpayers’ money, 
efficiency of the services it buys 
and the prestige of a step ahead 
for St. Louis, in which both the 
past and the present city admin- 
istrations would share, were cited. 

Lashly’s Comment. 

“There is no question about the 
desirability of having a merit sys- 
tm of appointments for city em- 
ployes,” Lashly declared. 

“The proposed system is a sound 
one in the opinion of independent 
experts who have examined it 
closely, and it compares most fav- 
orably with the systems which are 
working with great efficiency in 
other American cities.

HEN the President quotes 
Lincoln’s remark that the 
people “have got the idea 
into their heads that we are go- 
ing to get out of this fix somehow 
by strategy,” he ought not to for- 
get that the ideas the people get 
into their heads about this fix, they 
get from their responsible leaders. 
They get them from the words and 
acts of the President, his spokes- 
men in Congress, and his appoint- 
ees. They get them from the 
words and acts of the Republican 
opposition. If the people do not 
realize the gravity of the fix they 
are in, it is because the President 
has made them feel that he was 
himself trying to get out of the 
fix by clever strategy and brilliant 
tactics, and because the Republi- 
can organization in Congress has 
been trying by its strategy and 
tactics to win the next election. 
In a crisis of this sort the state 
of mind of the people is the direct 
reflection of the quality of their 
responsible leaders. The people 
themselves cannot possibly lead 
themselves by holding mass meet- 
ings; distributing postcards and 
taking Gallup polls. Théy must be 
led. They expect to be led, and if 
they do not find leaders who have 
that high seriousness which the oc- 
casion demands, they will accept 


‘leaders who pander to and seek to 


profit by the universal human 
weakness for taking, whenever 
possible, the cheap and easy way.

N appallingly dangerous and 

demoralizing and humiliating 
situation has developed in Con- 
gress during the last fortnight. It 
is due to the fact that in default 
of a high seriousness in the Pres- 
ident’s leadership of the people, the 
Republican opposition in Congress 
has decided it was free to play 
partisan politics, even at the risk 
of disorganizing the army, repudi- 
ating its commander, demoralizing 
the people, and shattering the in- 
fluence of the United States 
throughout the world. The de- 
cision of the Republican organ- 
ization to make a partisan issue of 
the army extension bill was in the 
last degree reckless. But the poli- 
ticians would never have dared to 
gamble so recklessly with the fate 
of the country if from the other 
side, from the President himself, 
the people had been treated as 
grown men and women who are 
faced with a tremendous ordeal in 
which they must rise far above 
their normal selves.

For 
while he has repeatedly made ad- 
dresses which describe truthfully, 
profoundly, ana eloquently the 
gravity of our position, invariably 
these utterances have been punctu- 
ated and deflated by subsequent 
smart aleckisms and wisecracks. 

Listening to Mr. Roosevelt has 
been like listening to a radio sta- 
tion from which the announcer 


gives forth epoch-making news and 
appeals to patriotism, interspersed 
with advertisements for soft mat- 
tresses and efficient laxatives.

| is not necessary, or remotely 

desirable, that the leader of a 
people in a crisis like this should 
be always grim, solemn and fanat- 
ic.

It is easier for a poli- 
tician to tell the boys to go home, 
to tell their mothers their sons 
need never be in danger, to tell 
everyone that there is no need to 
go short of gasoline or to endure 
the incredible suffering of not 
having silk stockings and a ne 
automobile. Of course it is harder 
to ask people to take the hard 
way than it is to tell them they’ 
can safely and profitably take the 
easy way.

NIGK A. BENDER DIES; 
WROUGHT IRON ARTIST 


‘Father of Laaue’ Made Orna- 
mental Signs and Gates 
for County Estates. 


Nick A. Bender, an artist in 
wrought iron whose works adorn 
the mail boxes and homes of many 
St. Louis County estates, died un- 
expectedly last night of a heart at- 
tack when talking with friends at 
his home, 9244 Clayton road, La- 


due. He was 68 years old and had 
lived there for 37 years. 

Known in the community as “the 
father of Ladue” he was a trustee 
of the former village of Ladue, be- 
fore the suburb was enlarged as 
a city. He was widely known 
throughout the county as a homely 
phildsopher who gave advice to’ 
visitors from all walks of life who 
sought him out in his shop and 
remained to chat. Often a bank- 
er, a farmer and a mechanic might 
be found in an intent group as he 
paused in his work to comment on 
topics of the day or reply to their 
remarks. His shop was used for 
a time as a city hall. 

Starting as a tiusmith, after 
learning his trade as a boy in Ger- 
many, he opened a shop on Frank- 
lin avenue but moved to the coun- 
ty, then a comparative wilderness, 
during the Louisiana Purchase Ex~ 
position. Already he was known 
for sound workmanship and cus- 
tomers beat a path to his door. At 
first he specialized in making gut- 
tering and heating equipment and 
later became one of the first to in- 
stall air conditioning apparatus, 

Originated Designs. 

But with the development. of 
such communities as Huntleigh 
Village and fine estates he turned 
to the creation of ornamental 
signs, usually originating his own 
designs. Hunting scenes adorned 
mail boxes and weather vanes, 
wrought iron gates were made for 
many estates. He was known also 
as a maker of ornamental fire 
screens and well coverings. Often 
he would duplicate Swiss bells and 
other articles brought from Europe 
by customers. His products were 
sent all over the country and he 
designed the picturesque _ street 
signs in Huntleigh qillage and 
Ladue. : 

Besides his wife he is survived by 
a daughter, Mrs. Martha Schu- 
macher, of Des Peres, Mo., and a 
son, Nick Hardy Bender, a metal 
smith in the United States Navy 
with the rank of Chief Petty Offi- 
cer, stationed in the Panama Canal 
Zone. Funeral arrangements have 
not been completed.

The Federal Reserve Bank re- 
ported today a $2,212,150 sale of 
defense savings bonds of all de- 
nominations for the week ending 
yesterday.

The Postoffice reported sales of 
Series E bonds for the week end- 
ing Wednesday at $129,337, to bring 
its total bond sale to $2,229,393. 

Defense savings stamps sold by 
the Postoffice during the week 
amounted to $20,896, making the 
total stamp sale $190,430.

ages and cold winters will bring 
about a situation “dangerous for 
public morale all over the con- 
tinent,” Miller feels. He thinks 
this is far more serious than a 
food shortage measured in calories. 

A further slackening of morale 
in Germany, Miller writes, is 
brought about by the fact that “a 
large part of the time of a civilian 
is spent simply standing in line.” 
Gas is turned on only at certain 
periods during the day, which 
means the housewife must be 
home then to cook, must after- 
wards rush to the shops with her 
ration card for new supplies. There 
she waits in line. 

The shortage of lubricating oil 
is one of the most serious problems 
which faces the German General 
Staff, Miller says, and he believes 
the failure of the Germans to fol- 
low up the bombing of London in 
September, 1940, might well have 
been caused by deficiencies of the 
oil. . 

There may be several years of 
fight still left in the German army 
and nation, Miller concludes, but 
“that fight can be knocked out of 
them.” It will be a “long pull,” 
the same as in the first World 
War, when the Germans held on 
until their nation was “just a hol- 
low shell and collapsed like the 
one-hoss shay.” 

Every German is “preparing 
himself psychologically” to accept 
Germany's defeat, Miller says. Al- 
though it is treason in Germany 
to say that.Germany can be beat- 
en, he adds, every German thinks 
and worries about it. 

“I wonder if the loyal, indus- 
trious Germans are beginning to 
realize the crushing weight of hate 
that they are building up against 
themselves,” Miller says. “Has 
ever a single people made so many 
enemies? Has ever a nation so 
completely thrown away its as- 
sets of character, so completely 
exiled its best citizens? The Ger- 
mans were honestly surprised at 
the end of the last war to find 
that they were not popular. They 
have a still more unpleasant sur- 
prise in store for them.”

Release of Draftees 
After 14 to 18 
Months Will 
Scarcely Help 
Morale.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 


HIS is another piece about 
T army morale. It is being writ- 

ten about by some as though 
you could weigh it like a pound 
of sugar. Of course it is no such 
thing. It is an \intangible, like 
the love of sweethearts or religious 
devotion. Nobody knows what 
makes it. Probably the principal 
elements are three—confidence of 
soldiers, first in the ability and 
second in the justice of their offi- 
cers, and third, and just as indis- 
pensable, a similar confidence of 
officers in their soldiers. 

Without attempting anything 
like a complete survey, two out- 
standing examples of morale at its 
apogee are the devotion of “Stone- 
wall” Jackson’s “Foot Cavalry” to 
“Old Jack” and the idolatry for 
the Little Corpora! of Napoleon’s 
Guard. Bonaparte’s prime maxim 
was that, in war, the moral is to 
the physical element as three to 
one. 

There are other examples too 
confused in the fog of history and 


religious or other fanaticism to 
appraise. How could a handful of 
gaunt Arabs, lightly armed, poor- 
ly equipped, come howling out of 
Asia Minor to threaten every king- 
dom in Western Europe and to 
subdue most of them? How could 
an obscure Tartar chieftain, like 
Ghengis Khan, with a few savage 
tribes, subjugate much of the

world within the span of a single 
life? 
It is now said on high authority 
that the way to get morale into 
our new army is to scare our sol- 
diers and their families by the 
threat to America and, at the 
same time, to relax the rigors of 
ecnscription and make a Briga- 
dier General out of an untrained 
civilian, so that he can act 
“morale” officer. 

Horsefeathers! “Old Jack” and 

Napoleon had 1c “morale officer” 
and neither did Mohamet and 
Ghengis Khan. They didn’t arouse 
enthusiasm by making service 
easy, but by making it hard. And, 
sc far as Napcleon and Jackson 
vere concerned, with a few ex- 
ceptions by Jackson, the soldiers 
knew that they could absolutely 
rely on the truth and justice, how- 
ever bitter, of what their com- 
manders did. 
One initial mistake in softening 
up our army was in not making 
it abundantly clear to them, that 
if the national interest should be 
imperiled, they were in for the 
duration of that peril—as all the 
pertinent laws clearly stated. 

So what do we do now to cor- 
rect that error? We say we are 
going to let some but not all of 
them go after 14 to 18 months to- 
tal service. We are going to do 
that on some kind of “priority” 
basis that is bound to favor some 
and prejudice others. We are go- 
ing to do that with out fingers 
crossed. All of them are going 
back to a reserve, subject to be re- 
called at any moment. Further- 


promise that any of them can go 
home at all. None can if things. 
get worse. 

It is true that the national in- 
terest is no more imperiled now 
than it was a year ago. But it was 
sufficiently imperiled then to jus- 
tify every step that was taken for 
defense. It still is. The peril may 
not be any more definite and spe- 
cific. It is possibly less well-de- 
fined, but this is enough that in 
the presence of a world filled with 
vast armed, armored, motorized, 
mechanized modern troops, we 
have no such adequate force. We 
have done little to get them, be- 
cause through blunders in produc- 
tion and transfers of modern 
equipment abroad, we have not 
been able to train many of the 
men we now propose to release— 
with a string tied to them. To 
“increase” morale through a sort 
of domestic softness and—I will 
not say “trickiness”—but appease- 
ment, is a doubtful expedient. 

These regised men can’t plan 
their civilia¥ lives with confidence. 
They will be constantly on call. 
They have not yet been treated 
frankly and, on announced plans, 
their release may be more a mat- 
ter of favor than of military jus- 
tice. This may be the royal road 
to morale, but, if ss, it is not on 
any formula yet revealed in his- 
tory to build confidence by 
frankness and justice. 
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IN DRIED EGG OUTPUT PLANNED 


OPM Says Program Is Necessary 
to Meet British Needs Under 
Lease-Lend Program. 


| WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP).— 


A proposed increase in American 
dried egg production from 12,000,- 
000 pounds annually to a capacity 
“well in excess of 100,000,000 
pounds,” was announced today by 
defense officials. 

The Office of Production Man- 
agement said the program was 
necessary to meet British require- 
ments under the lease-lend pro- 
gram of about 100,000,000 pounds of 
dried eggs a year. American re- 
quirements, including needs of the 
army and navy, are estimated at 
14,000,000 pounds for the next 12 
months, 

The OPM priorities division is- 
sued the first of a series of pref- 
erence ratings to provide necessary 
materials for the construction of 
more than 35 egg-drying plants. 
Greatest production of dried eggs 
has been in Missouri, Texas, Okla- 
homa, officials said, but new 
capacity is being developed in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Min- 
nesota, New York, Tennessee, Wis-

OF COUNTY SEWER 
PROJECTS URGED 


Committee Favors Quick 
Action to Avert Possible 
Breakdown in Defense 
Activities. 


Immediate development of a co- 
Ordinated sewage and water sys- 
tem in St. Louis County to guard 
against breakdown in defense ac- 
tivities from a possible epidemic 


was urged by the St. Louis Defense 
Area Advisrory Committee yester- 
day in an abendment to a recom- 
mendation for PWA approval of 
$2,040,398 worth of sewage and 
water projects in 10 county com- 
munities. 

The committee concurred in the 
view that piece-meal water and 
sewage construction in St. Louis 
County is “ridiculous” as all the 
communities must sooner and later 
extend their facilities to meet the 
heavier load and health dangers 
of a growing population. : 

This view was expressed at the 
committee’s regular meeting in the 
B en’s Bank Building, during 
whith emphasis was laid on the 
fact that existing facilities might 
be “just about” adequate in some 
districts, although the area as a 
whole will be a potential health 
menace to the defense program 
unless remedial steps are taken 
immediately. 

Voluntary Co-Operation. 

Although the committee de- 
clined to name the agency or 
agencies empowered to undertake 
such an over-all development, sub- 
sequent inquiry by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter disclosed that the St. 
Louis County. Defense Public 
Works Committee appears to. be 
the only existing organization to 
do the job. 

The Defense Public Works Com- 
mittee, however, functions pri- 
matily as an @rganizing or steering 
unit. Thus individual communi- 
ties, it was stressed, must volun- 
tarily co-operate in the undertak- 
ing. : 

No cammitment was made by 
the Defense Area Advisory Com- 
mittee that such a comprehensive, 
county-wide program would be au- 
tomatically approved in Washirg- 
ton, but discussion indicated that 
an integrated sewage and water 
system is needed and “even vital- 
ly necessary in view of the times.” 

| Allocation of Funds. 

PWA funds in the water and 
sewage projects recommended by 
the committee for Washington ap- 
proval total $1,615,006. The rest of 
the cost, $425,387, is pledged .local- 
ly. The communities involved, the 
cost, and the local pledges are: 

Valley Park, total cost $195,000, 
pledged $45,000; Kirkwood, $276,- 
349, pledged $64,414; Carsonville, 
$280,000, pledged $70,000; Walton 
Road, $280,000, pledged $82,387;

000; Curtis, $154,545, pledged $85,-

MOSCOW, Aug. 22 (AP).—Rus- 
sian monitors and cutters were re- 
ported officially today to have 
smashed repeated German efforts 
to cross the river “N” (presumably 
the Dnieper in the lower Ukraine) 


in actions which cost the invaders 
nine tanks, 29 trucks, 40 motor- 
cycles, eight guns and 800 men. 

A German bridge laid by sap- 
pers on the river was cut down by 
fire from the small Soviet craft 
at the instant it was ready for use, 
and 26 boats filled with Nazis were 
sunk, said a Russian communique. 

“The German command several 
times tried to organize a crossing 
but failed each ‘time,” the account 
said. “Our flyers promptly found 
the enemy concentrations and bat- 
tered them. 

Ruse by Germans Fails. 

“In order to camouflage the 
crossing, the Fascists arranged 
sham crossings in several places 
along the river. Our scouts un- 
covered the German ruge. No 
sooner had the German sappers set 
up a pontoon bridge and com- 
menced a crossing than the Soviet 


monitors and cutters appeared at 
the river bend. 

“With their first salvoes the 
artillerymen destroyed the bridge 
with nine German tanks and sev- 
eral score motorcycles which al- 
ready had entered it. The tanks 
and motorcycles plunged into the 
river. Then the monitors and cut- 
ters opened fire at enemy boats 
carrying infantry. Twenty-six boats 


with up to 500 officers and men 


were sunk. Two boats were 
rammed by the cutters. 

Nazis Land, Are Wiped Out. 

“After destroying the bridge the 
monitors opened fire at the ap- 
proaches to the river. Six enemy 
boats managed to reach our bank 
and over 100 Ge ns landed from 
them. They were encountered and 
annihilated by the fire of our mo- 
torized infantry which arrived at 
the spot. Twenty German soldiers 
attempted to swim back toward 
their troops but were killed by 
our riflemen. The fighting ended 
in a complete rout of the enemy. 

“The whole river bank was lit- 
tered with hundreds of Fascist 
bodies, broken trucks and guns 
and motorcycles.”

New Douglases Attack 
Simulated Enemy Posi- 
tions in Co-ordination 
With Ground Forces.

WITH ARMY IN ARKANSAS, 
Aug. 22 (AP).—The army’s new 
Douglas dive bomber, which air of- 
ficials claim will out-perform the 


German Stuka, was used in a co- 
ordinated attack with ground 
forces for the first time today, 

Sweeping along a 16-mile front 
in three separate assaults starting 
at dawn, the planes plummeted 
from the sky repeatedly toward 
token’ enemy troops deploying over 
the rolling, heavily wooded terrain. 
Pretending to drop bombs when 
their machines came within a few 
hundred feet of the ground, they 
immediately roared upward 2000 or 
3000 feet to get set for another 
dive. 

Although the squadron of bomb- 
ers had simulated attacks on the 
70,000 men of Seventh Army Corps 
daily this week, this was the first 
time their actions had been di- 
rected through radio communica- 
tions with troops on the ground. 

The Douglas A-24s, acquired by 
the army from the navy, are the 
newest in compact bombing avia- 
tion. They fly on the level at 
more than 300 miles an hour and 
are equipped with wing slots to 
reduce speed to about 250 miles 
per hour in the dive earthward, 
for the sake of accuracy. As in 
the Stuka, the Douglas is aimed 
at the target and pulled skyward 
the moment its bombs are released. 

Manned by a crew of two, the 
light, low-winged bomber can carry 
one 1100-pound or two 300-pound 
bombs. The planes are from the 
Eighth Bombardment Squadron at 
Shreveport, La. 

In one attack, the bombers co-

Danaher Wants All Details 
Sent to ‘Congress — 
Others Give Support to 
Jesse Jones. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP) .— 
The question of a war loan for 
Russia produced a sharp division 
in legislative opinion ‘today, and 
Senator Danaher (Rep.), Connect- 
icut, demanded that Congress re- 
ceive full details before any cred- 
its are placed at Soviet disposal 


for the purchase of military sup- 
plies here. 

Danaher called attention to the 
statement of Jesse Jones that the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion would be ready to make a 
cash loan to Russia for war pur- 
poses, if and when it is needed, 
assuming that the administration 
policy favored such assistance. 
Danaher __ told reporters 
thought .it “preposterous to 
American taxpayers to foot 
bills when Russian resources 
fully equal to our own.” 

No Formal Application Yet. 
Jones, the Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator, told his press conference

His announced readiness to con- 
sider an RFC loan for Russia won 
quick support from Senators 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, and Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, advocates 
of increased aid to countries fight- 
ing Germany.

the Soviets, which Jones had indi- 
cated might be sufficient. 


“Congress ought to be told the 

basis, the nature and the extent of 
any commitments before credit is 
granted,” he maintained. 
_ Nevertheless, Danaher said he 
thought there was little Congress 
could do to block such a loan since 
it had authorized the Export-Im- 
port Bank and RFC agencies to 
engage in such transactions. 


Beyond that, he found cause to 
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wonder if a loan to the Soviets 
| would not be inconsistent with the 
previous extension of credit to one 
of Russia’s enemies, Finland. 

This also interested Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, who 
quipped: “It looks like some of 
the money ‘ent to Finland may 
soon be fignting money lent to 
Russia.”

CROATS CHARGE 
ITALY, HUNGARY 
SEEK MORE LAND 


Group in Berlin Reports 
Rome Has Dismissed 
Some Officials, Is After 
Dalmatian Area. 


BERLIN, Aug. 22 (AP).—Croats 
here today said both Italy and 
Hungary were demanding more 
territory from Croatia—the new 
kingdom created from the rem- 
nants of Yugoslavia. 

Italy, they said, has dismissed 
the Croat civil administration in 
one entire district, claiming that 
the Croats are not vigorous enough 


in combating Communism and are 
not displaying ability to fight 
bands of Serb insurgents. 

The Croats said Italy wants the 
entire Dalmatian coast and terri- 
tory extending inland for 50 miles. 

Authorized German sources, 
asked whether it was true that 
Italy already had occupied Croat 
territory beyond that originally 
agreed on, said they could not go 
into details. 

“Discussions at present merely 
concern the fulfillment of a mu- 
tual agreement which had already 
been so far advanced that only its 
entry on geographical maps was 
lacking,” they said.

PLENTY OF RUBBER IN INDIA, 
AND $. AMERICA, SAYS EXPERT 


British Technologist Visits Plant 
Here to Study Use of 
Synthetics. 


The rubber plantations of In- 
dia, Ceylon and South America 
will yield a sufficient supply of 
natural rubber for war purposes, 
even if supplies from Malaya and 
the Dutch East Indies should be 
cut off, William Henry Stevens, 
British rubber technologist, said 
in a statement here yesterday. 

He visited the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co. in the course of a tour 
of the United States to study 
American methods of application: 
ot various types of synthetic rub- 
bers in aircraft construction. He 
said: “Evidence from captured 
German war equipment indicates 
that Germany is getting virtually 
no natural rubber and hag been 
forced to rely on synthetic rubber 
of the butadiene type, for which 
petroleum is the best raw mate- 
rial. The Germans are vitally in- 
terested, consequently, in the oil 
fields of the Near East.” 

Commenting on the raw mate- 
rials situation in England and Ger- 
many, he pointed out that the 
introduction of plastics and other 
substitute and synthetic products 
has made it possible for a country 
to do without all the strategic raw 
materials hitherto considered 
necessary to wage effective war.

UR country is calling all wom- 
O= to be fit for whatever the fu- 

ture holds. Through the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, D. C., women 
are being educated about nutri- 
tion. 

Statistics show that as large a 
percen*age of the upper income 
group are as poorly nourished as 
those in the lower income group. 
This is attributed to ignorance of 
food values and nothing else. 

The fad diets of recent years 
are scorned by those working for 
the public welfare. Bstauty of 
body depends on properly balanced 
daily menus—one that supplies vi- 
tamins and minerals in plenty — 
and no woman can continue to be 
healthy, strong and beautiful on a 
less scientific eating plan. 

The Bureau of Home Economics 
issues this warning: Trv to include 
in your meals: every day—Milk, 
one pint or more; tomatoes, or- 
anges, $rapefruit, green cabbage, 
raw salad greens, one or more 
servings; leafy green or yellow veg- 
etables, one or more servings; oth- 
er vegetables or fruit, two or more 
servings; Eggs, one a day or at 
least three or four a week (you 
ma‘, count those used in puddings 
and other cooking); lean meat, 
poultry, fish, one or more servings; 
cereals and bread, at least two 
servings of whole-grain products 
or “enriched” bread; some fats, 
some sweets (in moderation—mo- 
lasses, syrups, honey, jellies, jams, 
sugars and desserts); and six or

more glasses of water. They also 
remind us that sunshine is vitally 
necessary to all, 

Women who complain of gen- 
eral beauty problems such as poor 
complexions, tired and fading hair, 
minor aches, breaking “ingernails, 
are really complaining about mal- 
nutrition. They may eat hearty 
meals, but those meals may not be 
well balanced. They may eat what 
they like and not eat what they 
should to keep their bodies in 
good working order. 

The right. food builds and re- 
pairs your body, keeps it in good 
running order, gives you energy 
for work and play, helps to pro- 
long your prime of life and is the 
basis of good health, which is, 
after all, the foundation of beauty. 

Those of you who are interested 
in knowing more about food can 
write the office of Public Health 
Service, Washington, D. C., for a 
list of Government Bulletins on 
better nutrition. Each of these 
bulletins costs but a few cents and 
some are free. By this means 
adults may be instructed in the 
specific value of food, and moth- 
ers may be helped in planning nu- 
tritious menus for their children, 
no matter how limited is the fam- 
ily’s budget. 

One bulletin in particular I 
would recommend. It is called 
“Diets to Fit the Family Income,” 
and is published by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. It is numbered 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1757.

F it’s a glamorizing touch you’re 

looking for, in connection with

Their 
very names cast a spell; rosemary, 
marjoram, basil, coriander, cassis 
buds, sesame seeds, saffron and 
thyme. Small wonder, then, that 
the thyme in today’s recipe gives 
this simple tomato dish a novel 
and delightful flavor. This is a 
good way of utilizing those toma- 
toes that are less ripe, red and 
juicy than you nt for «lad or 
slicing. 


Panbroiled Toma With Thyme. 


Three large tomatoes, two table- 
spoons butter, salt and pepper to 
suit taste, one-half teaspoon pow- 
dered thyme. 

Wash tomatoes and carefully re- 
move cores. Slice in half cross- 
wise and place tomatoes cut side 
up in skillet containing melted but- 
ter. Sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and thyme; heat slowly for about 
three minutes. Then turn toma- 
toes over carefully and cook about 
three minutes longer. Carefully 
place tomatoes cut side up on a 
warm plater. Pour over the slices 
some of the gravy remaining in 
the skillet. Garnish with parsley 
and serve hot. (A pinch of mar- 
joram or a little finely sheared 
fresh basil may be used in place 
of the thyme to give a different 
and pleasing flavor).

Jack Teagarden, Whose Orchestra Is Now Playi

HE town of Vernon, Tex, 
T turned out<in a big way recent- 

ly when Weldon Teagarden, its 
native son No. 1, made his tri- 
umphal return. Perhaps the name 
Weldon Teagarden doesn’t toll the 
bell in your mental dictionary of 
familiar names, Probably you'd 
know him better as Jack Teagar- 
den—or by his nickname, Jackson, 
which has become so well known 
that it is almost synonymous with 
‘musician.’ Or as Big Gate, or 
Mr. T., or just T. 

But down in Vernon—pop. 9137— 
the blues singing trombonist and 
star of hepcat heaven, whom trom- 
bonist T. Dorsey considers the 
world’s greatest, is still Weldon, 
and it was to Weldon that they 
gave the key to the city. 

“They really gave me a recep- 
tion,” Jack, or Weldon, sighed as 
he fingered the wooden key tied 
with red, white and blue ribbon, 
and eased himself back on the 
bed. It was quite early, only 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, so Mr. T., 
a tall, dark gent with a round, 
cherubic face, was still lounging, 
in informal boudoir attire, in one 
of the cottages of Dr. John O’Con- 
nell’s, on Lackland road, where the 
musicians who play at Meadow- 
brook Country Club hang out. 

“They met me about 23 miles 
out of town,” Jack continued his 
account of the hometown hijinks, 
“with an escort, and led me to the 
courthouse steps where they gave 
me the key and this belt.” He in- 
dicated the silver-and-leather belt 
he was wearing. 

“We were playing for charity— 
I wanted to go back but I didn’t 
want to get anything out of it, so 
I told them to give the money to 
some little orphan kids there— 
and I knew they’d have some kind 
of welcome, but I didn’t expect all 
that. They had signs over all the 
streets, and my mother, who lives 
in Oklahoma City now, even came 
down for it. I was just speechless.”

LONG with the key and the 
A vet Jack brought back an 
autograph book filled with Ver- 
non signatures, with a special page 
devoted to the first band he ever 
played with. His name is at the 
bottom of the page because he was 
the youngest member of the band; 
he was 7 in that year, 1912, and 
the band job was one of the first 
milestones in his colorful, check- 
ered and double plaid musical ca- 

reer. ’ 

“My father was a trumpet play- 
er and my mother was a wonder- 
ful pianist,” he said, “so she start- 
ed all us kids on piano, which 
she thought was the test back- 
ground. But the city band hap- 
pened to need a trombone player, 
so they gave me a horn and told 
me to learn how to play it.” 

When the Teagardens moved, 
for a brief period of time, to Chap- 
pel, Nebraska, Jack got his next 
job in a motion picture theater, 
where he and his mother played 
running piano accompaniments. 

“But I didn’t really begin to play 
professionally until about 1918 
when we lost our father,” he re- 
called. “We went to Oklahoma 
City then and I more or less had 
to support Mom and the kids, so 
I went down to San Antonio with 
Terry Shand—he’s go a band of 


‘ his own now, but he was in knee 


pants them—and he and I played 
in a four-piece band. We stayed 
at one night club until there was 
a big shooting scrape and I didn’t 
want to hang around and be called 
into court so I slipped away and 
went to Houston. There I played 
with Peck Kelly’s band—I was 
about 16 then—and other bands, 
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like Doc Ross’ Cowboy Band, in 
Los Angeles, Memphis and Shreve- 
rt. 
“The first time I came to St. 
Louis was about 1925. Terry Shand 


and I came here together to play 


in Herbert Berger’s band—remem- 
ber him?—but the union prevented 
us from taking the job and we 
were stranded, or almost stranded. 


.'We would have been if Terry 


hadn't been such a good pool play- 
er. We'd go to the musicians’ hall, 
and I'd set the balls up and he’d 
shoot ’em in at a dime a shot, 

“Before long we had another job 
down in Shreveport but then we 
had a layoff. One of the boys was 
going to New ¥ork and asked me 
if I wanted to go along, just for 
the ride. I had no intention of 
staying but before I knew it I had 
a good job so I never went back. 
That was about 1927. One of my 
first jobs was with Red Nichols. 
He didn’t have an organized band, 
just a recording band. Then I went 
with Ben Pollack, who had a fine 
band; Benny Goodman, Glenn Mil- 
ler, Bud Freeman were all in it. I 
stayed with him for five years and 
then went with Whiteman.” 

Also with Whiteman during that 
golden era was Jack’s brother, 


’ Charlie, or “Little Gate,” an equally 


famed Teagarden on trumpet. One 


‘of Whiteman’s vocalists at that 


time was Bob Lawrence, now of 
the Municipal Opera. 

“He~was a good kid,” Jack 
grinned, “even if he did go op- 
eratic.” 

It was during the Nichols-Pol- 
lack-Whiteman days that Jack de- 
veloped as one of the jazz im- 
mortals. It was also about this 
time that his voice, deep and 
bluesy and slightly minor in key 
was discovered. 

“That happened when Scrappy 
Lambert, the vocalist, was late to a 
recording date one day,’ he said. 


“We wanted to go ahead and re- 
hearse so I sang the number just 
for fun. They liked it. The fel- 
lows all said, “You've been holdin’ 
out on us,’ and things like that, so 
we recorded it that way and I’ve 
been singing ever since.” 

Jack sings, with Mary Martin 
and Bing Crosby, in his newest 
venture, a movie, “Birth of the 
Blues,” as yet unreleased. :

‘was a sort of unofficial tech- 
nician on the picture. Being an 
old-timer, a co-author—along with 
Glenn Miller—of “Basin Street 
Blues,” and an expert exponent of 
the blues generally, he was able 
to correct.a lot of expressiomg and 
other things in the script Hat 
would have been wrong. = 
“T learned all I know about the 
blues when I was pretty young,” 
he went on. “There was a Negro 
section in Vernon and they used to 
have big camp meetifigs, and I 
used to sit out in back and listen. 
They had some wonderful singers, 
and their music just seemed to fit 
in with what my idea of music 
had always been.” 


Next to the blues, Jack’s biggest 
interest, he will tell you without 
flickering an eyelash, is steam en- 
gines. It‘s an interest that start- 
ed when he used to hang around 
the Texas cotton gins. He holds 
an honorary membership card in 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, and when he had an apart- 
ment of his own, he used to have 
a turning lathe and equipment for 
making models.

About Cause 
Of Hayfever 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NE very interesting theory of 

the cause of hay fever which 

has lately been revised is that 
it is due to the release of hista- 
min. 

Histamin is a poisonous sgub- 
stance which the French bacteri- 
ologist, Richet, isolated from the 
sea anemone. It probably causes 
the stinging reaction in the skin 
which some of these animals can 
inflict. Dale subsequently isolated 
it from ergot. When injected into 
animals it causes contraction of 
the smooth muscles, including 
those of the bronchi, and this pro- 
duces asthma. Thus it would seem 
to be a substance which produces 
hay fever-like symptoms. 

It has been found that all body 
cells produce a small amount of 
histamin. It is at. least a reason- 
able theory that when sensitizing 
substances enter the/ body, as in 
hay fever, they release quantities 
of histamin, sufficiently large to 
produce the symptoms. 

Now there has been found a 
substance called histaminase 
which neutralizes histamin in the 
body. It has been tried success- 
fully in a number of cases of al- 
lergy similar to hay fever with a 
fair degree of success. It is pos- 
sible that its use may“bring relief 
in otherwise intractable cases of 
hay fever. 

e .2& & & 

GOOD OLD stand-bys in local 
treatment of the nose and eyes 
during the hay fever season may 
give a considerable amount of re- 
lief to patients of hay fever who 
do not respond to any of the spe- 
cific desensitizing methods of 
treatment. Among the more use- 
ful of these is a substance known 
as estivin which «gives temporary 
relief to a great many péople. 

Another convenient and effective 
drug to reduce the congestion 
and turgescence of the mucous 
membrane of the nose is ephed- 
rine. This may be used in the ~ 
form of a spray or nasal douche. 
A similar preparation is neo-syne- 
phrine hydrochloride. This can be 
used in the same way as ephed- 
rine. 

For the relief of the eye symp- 
toms, cold packs or ordinary boric 
acid eye wash gives relief in mild 
cases, and in- the more severe 
types can be combined with ephed- 
— or a mild solution of adrena- 

ine,
